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INTRODUCTION. 


The Quarterly Abstract of Statistics presents in an abstract form some 
of the more important statistics in respect of a wide range of subjects of 
general interest. These are statistics expected to be of immediate interest 
to those looking ior them and also serve as an introduction to the statistics 
available on a much larger scale at the various sources. The Abstract 
covers in the main, statistics during the quarter ended 31st December 1957, 
with comparative figures since the beginning of the year 1957 as far as 
possible. In this issue, an attempt lias been made to present where 
possible, statistics in respect of the Madras State as it is now constituted 
for a series of years. Statistics for previous years have boon spoeially 
collocted for completing the series. The statistics relating to area and 
population are based on the Census of India., 1951. Vital statistics an 1 
statistics relating to employment, joint stock companies, electricity, trade, 
transport and mineral production are collected from tho respective Govern¬ 
ment Departments. The statistics in icgard to the other tables are based 
on the data collected by the Department of Statistics.

AREA AND POPULATION. 

Madras (as constituted on 1st November 1956) is the fifth largest State in 
tne Indian Union and has an area of 50,113 square miles. It has 295 towns 
and 18,389 villages. According to the Census of 1951, tho population of the 
Madras State is 29,974,930. Of this population, 49 - 8 per cent are males and 
50’2 per cent are females. 24 - 4 per cent of the population or 7,312,085 persons are 
in urban areas and the remaining 75 6 per cent or 22,662,851 persons are in rural 
areas. 

Of the total population in the Madras State, 18,811,094 or 62 8 per cent 
belong to agricultural classes and 11,163.842 or 37'2 per cent to non-agricultural 
classes. Among the agricultural classes 9,298,777 or 49'4 per cent are males 
and 9,512,317 or 50'6 per cent are females. Among the non-agricultural 
olaases 5,633,250 or 50’5 uer cent are males and 5,530,592 or 49’5 per cent are 
females.

Tho birth-rate per thousand per annum in tho Madras State decreased 
from 28 39 in Oct >>'er M)57 to 27-22 in November and increased to 27*32 in 
December T-)57. Tho death rate per thou*and per annum increased from 
1282 in October 1957 to 15 03 in November ai d to 18.41 in December 1957. 

The into of infant mortality per thousand per annum increased from 
97‘79 in October 1957 to 119-91 in November and to 131*78 in December 
1957. 

Tho number of deaths due to fevers increased from 5,236 in October 1957 
to 5,995 in November and to 7,380 in December 1957. The number of deaths 
due to cholera increased from TIG in October 1957 to 328 in November and 
to 1,338 in December 1957.

In Madras State, the output of stones lignite, limestone, limestone and kang 
etc., increased from 1,065,014 tons in 1955 to 1,114,724 tons in 1956, Thep 
duction of gypsum and magnesite increased from 108,630 tons in 1955 to 135,8 
tons in 1956, The output of bauxite and fire clay increased from 5,472 tons 
1955 to 5,840 tons in 1956.

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INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION. 

Cotton yarn. —There was an increase of 3 3 per cent in the production 
of cotton yarn during the quarter ending 31st December 1957. While the 
production in the previous quarter was 73,802,201 lb., it was 76,239,111 lb. 
during the quarter. 

Cotton cloth. —The production of cotton cloth registered a fall of 2'7 per 
cent from 44,718,277 yards during the previous quarter to 43,496,352 yards 
during the quarter under review. 

Cement. —The production of cement declined by 8-6 per cent from 202,992 
tons during the quarter ending 30th September 1957 to 185,603 tons during 
the quarter under review. 

Sugar. —There was a marked increase of 134 - 7 per cent in the production 
of sugar which is a seasonal industry. The production which was 4,090 tons 
during the quarter ending 30th September 1957 rose to 9.599 tons during the 
quarter. 

Vanaspathi. —The production of vanaspathi fell by 3’5 per cenk from 
2,927 tons during the previous quarter to 2,826 tons during the quarter 
under review. 

Iron and steel. —There was a decline of 18'3 per cent in the production of 
iron and steel from 6,648 tons during the quarter ending 30th September 
1957 to 5,430 tons during the current quarter. 

Super phosphates . —The production of super phosphates was 10,081 tons 
during the quarter under review as against 17,752 tons during the previous 
quarter registering a fall of 43 - 2 per cent. 

Sulphuric acid. —There was a fall of 36’3 per cent iu the production of 
sulphuric acid during the quarter under review. While the production dur¬ 
ing the previous quarter was 4,575 tons it was 2,913 tons during the quarter 
under review. 

Caustic soda. —There was a slight decline of 1-8 per cent in the produc¬ 
tion of caustic soda from 13,325 cwt. during the previous quarter to 13,087 
cwt. during the quarter under review. 

Bleaching powder. —The production of bleaching powder declined by 16'3 
percent during the quarter under review. While the production in the 
quarter ending 30th September 1957 was 27,309 cwt., it was 22,858 cwt. 
during the quarter under review. 

Acetylene dissolved. —The production of Acetylene dissolved was 11,31,726 
c.ft. during the quarter under review as compared with 11,37,801 c.ft. dur¬ 
ing the previous quarter, thus registering a fall of 0‘5 per cent. 

Oxygen. —There was a slight increase of 03 per cent in the production of 
oxygen during the quarter under review. While the production during the 
previous quarter was 4,503,756 c ft., it was 4,516,656 c.ft.during the quarter 
under review. 

Bicycles. —The production of bicycles rose from 43,837 during the 
previous quarter to 51,676 bicycles during the quarter. 

Storage batteries. —-The number of storage batteries produced during the

Power transformers. —The production of power transformers increased 
from 12,800 KVA. in the previous quarter to 15,150 KVA. during the quarter 
under review, the percentage increase being 3 8*4.

—North-east monsoon period (October 1957 to December 1957) 

The rainfall during the Northeast Monsoon period extending over 
October 1957 to December 1957, in the Madras State as a whole was in 
excess by 2*8 per cent of the normal rainfall. Large deviations from the 
normal occurred in the district of Coimbatore where the rainfall was in excess 
by 45*5 per cent of the normal rainfall. The rainfall was in excess of the 
normal by 36 4 per cent in the Nilgiris district by 28-i per cent in Tanjore 
district, by 16’4 per cent in Ramanathapuram district and ranged between 
and 10 per cent in Salem and Tirunelveli districts. The deficiency in 
rainfall as compared with normal ranged between 20 and 30 per cent in 
Madras and Chingleput districts, and between 10 and 20 per cent in South 
Arcot, North Arcot, Tiruchirapalli and Kanyakumari districts and was 8*3 
per cent in Madurai distr ict.

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AGRICULTURE. 

Classification of area. —The total area of land in the Madras State in 
1955-56 was 32-0 million acres, of which net area sown accounted for 14*2 
million acres ; the area cultivable but not cultivated for 6-9 million acres 
and the area not cultivated for 109 million acres. Out of the 14-2 million 
acres of net area sown, 5-3 million acres or 37-3 per cent was irrigated. The 
area sown more than once-was 2-8 million acres. Out of this, 2-0 million 
acres or 71-4 per cent of the area sown more than once was irrigated. 

The total area cultivable but not cultivated was 6'9 million acres. Out 
of this, 2-6 million acres or 37-7 per cent were under current fallows and 4-3 
million, acres or 62-3 per cent were under other non-cultivated lands exclu¬ 
ding current fallows. The area not cultivated was 10-9 million acres. Out 
of this, area under forests accounted for 4-5 million acres or 41-3 per cent 
and other area not cultivated accounted for ft-4 million acres or 58-7 per 
cent. 

Out of the gross cropped area of 17-0 million acres, 7-3 million acres or 
43-0 percent was irrigated. 

Type of irrigation and crops irrigated—Area irrigated. —Out of 14-2 million 
cres of net area sown, 5-3 million acres or 37-3 per cent was irrigated. 
The proportion of net area irrigated to the net area sown was above 50-0 
per cent in the deltaic district of Tanjore and non-deltaic districts of 
Chingleput, the percentages being 85 and 61 respectively. It was lower

Other important sources of irrigation such as spring channels and 
Kasams were important in the Nilgiris district.

Wholesale prices of select commodities in Madras State. 

During the quarter ended December 1957, the average wholesale prices 
is increased in the case of paddy first sort (+0 7 per cent), paddy second 
sort {+ 4-7 per cent), rice first sort (-f- 0‘7 per cent), rice second sort (-f 28 
per cent), wheat (+ 1-6 per cent), cholam (-f 25-6 per cent), redgram dhall 
(+ 1*6 per cent), chillies (+ 15‘2 per cent), turmeric (-f- 26'5 per cent), cane 
jaggery (-f 1-9 percent), sugar (+ 70 per cent), gingelly seed {-f 14 per 
cent), coconuts (+28-2 per cent), gingelly oil (+ 1‘8 percent), coconut oil 
(+ 10 8 per cent), coir yarn (-+- 12-8 per cent), cotton seed (+ 1-4 per cent) 
and-cashewnuts (+ 6 0 per cent). 

The average wholesale prices decreased in tbe case of cumbu (— 17 per 
cent), ragi (— 4 1 per cent), pepper (— 2-5 per cent), groundnut (unslielled) 
(—■ 33 per cent), groundnut (machine-shelled) (— 13 4 5 per cent), Castor 
(—0'5 percent), ghee (—150 per cent), groundnut oil (—93 percent), 
cotton lint (— 1-5 per cent), tobacco (— 10 9 per cent), tanned ^oat skin 
^0 6 per cent) and tanned sheep skins (— 3-4 per cent). 

The average wholesale prices of other commodities, viz., palm jaggery, 
arecanuts and tanned cow hides did not show any variation.

As compared with the average retail prices relating in October 1957 the 
average retail prices in December 1957 increased in the case of rice I sort 
(+3-1 per cent), rice II sort (+3'9 per cent), wheat (+1M per cent), 
cholam (+5*5 per cent), cumbu (+1*2 per cent), chillies (+80*2 percent), 
palm jaggery (rh 1*3 per cent), sugar (+2-1 per cent) coconuts { + 2-3 per cent) 
coconut oil (+16-7 per cent), gingelly oil, (+2.1 per cent), cottonkapas 
(+6*3 per cent) and cottonseed ( + 31*1 per cent). 

The average retail prices decreased in the case of paddy I sort ( — 2-0 
per cent), Paddy II sort (—5*5 per cent), ragi (—2-4 per cent); dhall 
( TO per cent), canejaggery (—19*5 per cent), groundnut (unshelled) 
(— 8 9 per cent), gingelly seed, ( — 4-6 per cent), Coriander ( — 2-0 percent), 
castor (—4*2 per cent), ghee (—8'0 per cent) and coir yam (—19*2 per 
cent). 

The average retail prices of other commodities, viz., pepper, turmeric, 
salt, tobacco, arecanuts and cashewnuts remained unchanged. 
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Index number* of wholesale pricks op foodgrains and commercial 
products in Madras State. 

The index number of. wholesale prices of foodgrains in Madras Stater, 
increased frdm 601 in October 1957 to 514 in December 1957, Compared 
with the index for September 1957, the index for December 1957 was higher 
by twenty eight points. The increase in the index was due to a rise in the 
prices of paddy first and second sorts, rice first and second sorts wWt. 
cholam, cumbu and ragi. 

The index number of wholesale prices of commercial products increased 
from 494 in October 1957 to 495 in December 1957. Compared with the 
index for September 1957 the index for December 1957 was higher by two 
points. The increase in the index was due mainly to a rise in the prices of 
chillies, turmeric, cane jaggery, sugar, palm jaggery, gingelly seed, ooconut, 
coconut oil, coir yarn, cotton seed and cashewnuts.

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TRADE. 

The compilation and maintenance of statistics relating to foreign trade 
has been taken over from the Collector of Customs, Madras, by the Director- 
General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, Calcutta. It lias not 
therefore been possible to collect the statistics of foreign imports and 
exports of various articles from the Custom House. Madras. These 
statistics could not also be readily obtained from the Director-General of 
Commercial Intelligence and Statistics. In the circumstances, only the 
coasting trade of the Madras State is reviewed below. 

The total coasting trade of the State excluding foreign merchandise and 
treasure during the quarter ended December 11)57 amounted to Rs. 8’60 
orores, of which coastwise imports accounted for Rs. 4 87 erores or 50 *63 
per cent and coastwise exports for Rs. 3‘73 erores or 43*37 per cent. 

Coastwise Imports. 

The value of coastwise imports increased from Rs. 1*31 erores in October 
1957 to Rs. 1*85 orores in November 1957. In December 1957. it declined 
to Rs. 1*71 erores. 

The main imports into Madras Slate from other States in India during 
the quarter under review were mineral oils (Rs. I *38 erores or 28*34 per cent) 
and coal (Rs. 1*36 erores or 27 *93 per cent ). 

( Ioastwi s k Exports. 

The value of coastwise exports advanced from Rs. 0*99 erores in October 
and November 1957 to Rs 1*75 erores in December 1957. 

Textiles worth of Rs. 2*00 orores (53*92 per cent) were mainly exported 
from this State to other States in India during the quarter under review. 
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Index numbers ok coastwise import and export priors for the 

Madras -State. 

The index number of declared values of foreign imports into Madras State 
(with the prices during April 1953 to March 1954 as base or 100) increased 
from 90 in November 1950 to 94 in December 1956. 

The index number of declared values of foreign exports fell from 98 in 
November 1950 to 97 in December 1956. 

The index number of declared values of coastwise imports advanced from 
34 in October 1957 to 83 in November 1967. In December 1957, it declined 
to 37. 

The index number of declared values of coastwise exports declined from 
118 in October 1957 to 94 in November 1957. Tn December 1957 it improved 
to 100. 

The index number of declared values of foreign imports advanced from 
80 in October 1957 to 84 in November 1957. In December 1957 it declined 
to 79. 

The index number of declared values of foreign exports declined steadily 
from 127 in October 1957 to 97 in December 1957-

Index number of rural trices for different centres. 


During the quarter under review the index number of rural priees at the 
different centres in the Madras State (with the year ended June 1936: 100 as 
base) showed fluctuating trends. The index numbers for Puliyur, Eriodu and 
Guduvancheri showed a steady upward trond during the quarter. At Puliyur the 
index advanced from 464 points in October 1957 to 475 points in December 1957; 
at Eriodu the rise was from 464 to 495 and at Guduvancheri the index advanced 
from 413 to 431 during the quarter. At Agaram and Gokilapuram the index 
was steady in the first two months of the quarter at 452 and 426 respectively. 
But advanced in December 1957 to 457 and 430 respectively. 

At Thulayanatham the index which was 468 in October 1957 rose to 469 in 
November 1957 but declined to 467 in December 1957. At Kinathukadavu the 
index which was 449 in October 1957 rose slightly to 451 in November 1957 and 
continued steady in the next months, while at Kunnathur the index remained 
steady at 456 during the entire quarter. 

Compared with the index for September 1957 the index for December 1957 was 
higher in all centres except Thulayanatham where it was slightly lower and 
Kunnathur where it was steady.

WAGES. 

INDEX NUMBBR OF WAOBS. 

As compared with the btso period, the index numbers of wages paid to 
all categories of agricultural and skilled labour except men under herdsmen, 
carpenters, blacksmiths, cobblers and women and non-adults under herds¬ 
men recorded a fall during the fortnight ended 31st December 1957, the 
fall ranging from 1*5 points in the case of women under sowers and 
transplanters to 30'3 points in the case of non-adults under reapers and 
harvesters. 

The index numbers of wages paid to men under herdsmen, carpenters, 
blacksmiths and cobblers increased by 12*3, 5-0, 7-8 and 6*8 points respec¬ 
tively. 

The index numbers of wages pakl to women and non-adults under herds¬ 
men increased by 1*9 and 18'2 points respectively.
